He became a tailor in 1882. in 
Bellefonte, Pa Born near Bellefonte, 
he was paid $12 a year during the 
period while ho learned his trad*

harvest and haymaking seasons in 
order to earn money for his clothe* 
Had shop On Square 
In 
1882, having 
completed his 
training a* a tailor, he went to 
Philadelphia to engage in his trade. 
Toward the end of the century he 
moved to Gettysburg and opened a 
tailor shop on Center Square “right 
across from where the Danner sisters 
lived (now the YWCA " Other busi­ 
nesses near hi shop were those of 
Guy tm Buehler, who published tin 
Star and Sentinel, and Max Davis 


After about IO years on the square 
he decided to move hr* tailor shop 
into his home on West Middle street 
and there the shop remained until 
it was closed by his recent dines* 
On December 30. 1889, he marr ied 
Mi*.* Anna Weaver Hi* wife died 
about six weeks ago. During all his 
year* of work he took one vacation. 
"tile butt end of a week," in 1908. 
when he attended a Masonic con­ 
vention 
Eyesight Fails 
A cataract formed in his left eye 
about 32 year.* ago, but by using 
glasses, he was able to continue as 
a tailor with univ tlit’ right eye. 
Now. however, he says he can no 
longer set to sew, and the doctors. 
he reports, tell him that no glasses 
can be made strong enough to pro­ 
vide him with sufficient sight to con­ 
tinue in his trade, 
His future plans are still indefinite, 
Mr Soh says Possibly lie will go to 
a Masonic home, but he has reached 
no decision on exactly what he will 
do.

Rural Adams county had a mild 
epidemic of 
measles during 
1949, 
and more case# ol chicken pox. but 
escaped two other epidemics which 
visited the county in 1948, mumps 
and scarlet fever, according to the 
report for the year of William I. 
Shields, state sanitarian, No quar­ 
antines 
were 
placed 
since

spring 
There were 125 case* of measles 
reported during 1949. compared to 
eight in 1948. and there were 34 
cases of chicken pox, compared with 
25 the previous year. But whereas 
there were 67 cases of mumps in 
1948. there were only three in 1949, 
and scarlet lever eases dropped from 
115 to lime 
There 
were 
six cases 
of polio 
myelitis and two cases of whooping 
cough reported in the 1948 report 
and none for either of these two 
diseases during tile past year. 
1949 showed five ca.ass of German 
measles and only two the proceeding 
year; one case of brucellosis last year 
and two in 1948. Other cases re­ 
ported in 1949 not included in the 
1948 
report 
were: 
Cerebrospinal 
meningitis, five; tularemia, typhoid 
fever, m eningitis and meningococcal 
meningitis, one each T iere was one 
case of rheumatic fever in each of 
the two years. 
Shield* reported that 75 restau­ 
rants 
were 
inspected 
during 
the 
past year and 119 followup inspec­ 
tions of them were made. One hun­ 
dred and four water sam ples were 
collected from public supplies. Sixty- 
one schools and one school cafeteria 
were inspected and 74 water samples 
taken. 
Forty-one cabins were inspected 
and 47 water sam ples taken; 161 
water samples were collected from 
private supplies;
